Roman children's toys and locks of 
pre-Christian hair thai made the pirn", 
live again were among; the objects 
studied by Paul V. McOnl ngh, lec- 
turer of Classics. In his solitary tour 
last summer of England, Prance, Uol- 
glum, Spain and Northern Africa. 

In an Into. view yesterday afternoon 
Mr. McCullngh recounted l-.oW he bi- 
cycled from Kdlnbiirgh to Land's Und, 
thence east to Dover and afler cruis- 
ing the Channel, inland to Paris and 
subsequently HclgUim, a total of 
about 2S50 miles; nil tho while study- 
ing Roman remains, walls, villas and 
baths. 

It was in the small, inaccess bio 
places that Mr. McCullngh made bis 
most interesting discoveries. Tiny 
towns would often harbour remark- 
able museums, he said. 

Ho then travelled over Spain by 
railway, studying the Roman bridges 
and aqueducts which nro compara- 
tively numerous in that country. Then 
he crossed to Northern Africa, where 
tho ruins, preserved by the temperate 
climate, are the most extensive and 
impressive ot nil ho visited. The 
colder weather of England makes re- 
construction harder than in the Sunny 
South; but in the opinion ot Mr. Mc- 
Cullagh, this only Wends to make it 
more fascinating. 

This is by no means the first arch- 
aeological trip made by tho Classic 
lecturer. Ho has in former years 
visited southern France, Switzerland 
and Scotland; having covered about 
six thousand miles on bicycle, besides 
many more by train and automobile.

Dean Harrison 
Before Society 

Tells Chemist3 of Canadian 
Fish Industry 

How the fish Industry In Canada 
has increased from an annual value 
of {40,000 in 1840 Iff $00,000,000 In 
1923 was described by Or. F. c. 
Harrison at a meeting of Ihe 
Chemical Society last evening in the 
chemistry building. According to him, 
this Industry Is a very important 
one, and should it. cease at any lime, 
over 70,000 people would be out of 
employment. 

The problems In which Or. Harri- 
son has been engaged for the last 
few years have been rallier diverse, 
the principal one being fin, ling out 
Ihe reason for Ihe discoloration of 
fish. 

Circa! loss In revenue has been ex- 
perienced every yem- by the fisher- 
men und the canning factories be- 
cause of a certain organism which 
grows on Hie fish and discolors I hem. 
It was found Unit Ibis organism was 
inpi-o apparent when liny used sail 
Which eamo from seih)- tropical seas 
than ihe mined suit. It lb rives In 
water which contains only seaweed 
and Is present In waler up lo 45 
degrees centigrade, In warm waler 
they are six times us large as in told 
water. If the salt is sleijllsed, il kills 
Hie organi.-'in. Jl has Ihe piosl effect 
on canned fish, herring, salmon and 
codfish.

ORIENTAL CLUB 

MEETS TONIGHT 



Taking his hearers on an Imagin- 
ary tour ot a paper mill, .f. H. P. 
Matheson explained al! the transfor- 
mations forests undergo from - iio 
time they are cut down until they 
are reborn in the shape 'oC huge rolls 
of newsprint, in a paper delivered 
before the Chemical Industry Club, 
yesterday. Matheson, who is a grad- 
uate of Dalhousie and Is now study- 
ing chemical engineering at McGill, 
explained the difference between 
pulp manufactured mechanically and 
pulp manufactured chemically. "Me- 
chanical pulp," he said, "being less 
durable and cheaper than manufac- 
tured chemically, is used for the 
making of wrapping paper, news- 
paper, building papers, and filler in 
wall and container board." 

He thon went on to explain how the 
Pigs arc brought down lo the mill by 
railroad or river drives in PI foot 
lengths. Then the logs are brought 
by conveyers to saws which cut these 
logs into 3- Inch blocks. Tho blocks 
are then put into a cylinder, and 
pressed against a grinding stone 
which reduces tho pulp to fibres. The 
degree ot sharpness of the grinding 
stono regulates iho fineness of tho 
fibres. These fibres are then passed 
through various screens, later brought 
to iho mixers, ami finally to the 
paper making machines. 

The executive of the Chemical In- 
dustry C lib anrïôuttcea that arrange- 
ments are being completed for the 
inspection trips to various plants In 
tho city. These trips have proved to 
be, in tho past, a very poular feature 
ot tho el.ub'a activities throughout 
the year. Those interested are asked 
lo watch the pally for detailed an- 
nouncements.

The bakery is another nt tho plant», 
wliere production is arranged vertically 
so that, flour goes Into process on tin 
top sto ey and corner out as bread ot 
tho ground floor. Working conditions 
among tho men we™ noted, and 
rates or wages, rai-s. cf production and 
rates of overhead calculation were 
closc'y Inquired into. 

Tho visitors were flr3t taken to tin 
sifting machine.'-, wjjicre the, flour Is 
forced through silk screens in orde 
' i r»movn '.rings, -rrint. nails am 
other things which tin housewift 
would not like to find In her loaf. A; 
:ho flou- falls from tho sifter It i. 
caught on a. scale which automatical!; 
weighs all the material which goes inti 
process. 

Conveyora taita the flour to tht 
tplxers where It is carefully compound- 
| ed with the other ingredients ot brea/ 
salt, yeast, fat, water etc. It wa* 
pointed out that salt is one of the 
most important constituents becawr 
ils ommlssion results in the product lor 
of a substance which resembles putty 
end tastes as nice'y. 

The mixers are Ia.rge machinei 
composed ot a bcwl In the centre o! 
which revolve steel arms which keep 
the dough in constant positive agita- 
tion, mixing the constituents and re- 
ducing tho dough to the recpu'reil 
consistency. 
AVhen tiio embryo bread has beei 
I thoroughly mixeil it is taken out anc 
j laid In troughs so that the yeast ma: 
I havo time to act. This swplltnt 
process takes from ono to four hour: 
depending on the type ot bread beim 
made. Tho next stage is to send 
dough down to the scales and o 
which is accomplished by tho 
genuous method of dumping 
through a hole in tliu floor. 

On falling through this 'hole tin 
dough lands directly in a machin' 
which cuts it into pieces o' tho sis. 
requisite for leaves. A travelling bel' 
carries the loaves to a group ot mej 
who place them ' in pans and pu 
them into the evens. 

The entire output of the bak'erj 
passes through two of these ovent 
One is operated by gas and tho othel 
by a coko fire. Careful study hat 
shown that tho costs of operating Un 
two types arc nearly Identical over i 
long period of time. On coming froix 
the ovens tho loaves arc again dropp- 
ed a floor to the department it 
which they arc whipped in the wa: 
paper in which they are delivered t< 
tho consume.

FRANCIS BACON UP-TO-DATE 

WITHOUT doubt a certain jrlamor attaches to people who 
come from far places or who have visited strange lands. 
Those of us who have an inquisitive turn of mind try to make an 
opportunity of becoming acquainted with and listening to such 
fortunate persons. Thus, when a visitor of national or inter- 
national repute visits McGill, it is normal for a large interested 
body of students to take the chance offered of hearing the views 
of the illustrious speaker. 

In somewhat the same spirit, undergraduates whose homes 
.are in some other place than Montreal find themselves taken up 
"at first for what they can tell of their native heaths. If they 
retain their new acquaintances, it is of course because their own 
•.personality has been found interesting; if they are gradually 
dropped, it may well be that they have been found lacking in 
this respect. 

A fact that is often overlooked or at least not fully realised 
> is that travel alone does little toward endowing a person with a 
'worthwhile personality. This is brought out in two distinct ways, 
first of all in the way that has been outlined above: the "layman" 
approaches an individual who, having travelled, should be sup- 
posed to have a something worthwhile to tell a stay-at-home, but 
who is found, to be rather colorless and a source of disillusion- 
ment to the questioner. The other typical illustration of the 
dubious benefits of travel as such is the person who travels with 
anticipation of the impression that he can make upon his 
friends when he returns home and starts recounting his ex- 
periences. Sometimes such globe-trotters make themselves listen- 
ed to because of the intrinsic value of their stories, which makes 
itself evident in spite of the disagreeable attitude of the teller. 
More often the would-be hero finds that it is increasingly dif- 
ficultly get anyone to listen to him. 

Some people are so constituted that they cannot travel with- 
out absorbing impressions of the sights that they are confronted 
with, and usually they form opinions which may or may not 
find expression in words at a later time. Others have the re- 
markable faculty of covering thousands of miles with their eyes 
undoubtably open but their mind's eye just as certainly shut. A 
ttiird class, and greatly to be admired, too, comprises those who 
are aware of their inability to profit by their wanderings by 
"orming unconscious impressions, and who therefore continually 
remind themselves to observe what they see. An injudicious 
practice of this policy will, however, lead to the production of 
•the bore who must tell his stories. 

The traveller therefore should steer a course between the 
! shoals of garrulousnes sand silence. If he founders on either, he 
is in danger of losing friends. He should recognise his oppor- 
tunity of sharing his experiences, but he should be careful to do 
..it wisely. 



COLLEGE REFORMS 

"Mow to reform the college of lo- 
dny" I* a subject for nn extensive 
discussion which has found Ita say 
In nearly every popular magazine of 
tho country in the past few years. 
I That Uierin is cvldonly something 
wrong \\iili Hi" college which should 
he remedied na soon as possible, can 
bo gained in reading one or the stories 

Tile latest criticism ot this hind lo 
come to our attention Is that written 
for the Nation by 15. C. Wllm In nn 
October Issue. The article Is entitled 
"The College and Main Street" nnd 
endeavors to point out all ot the ex- 
isting wrongs and deficiencies of the 
college of the present .me. Eight ways 
of solving the nroblems have been 
listed by tho writer after his exten- 
sive discussion of the gravest o* the 
conditions. Ills solutions follow: 

(1.) Stiffen tho entrance require- 
ments, admitting only such students 
who arc qualified in Intelligence nnd 
purpose lo profit from a thorough 
college training. 

(2.) Advanco salaries of profes- 
sors. 

(3.) Abolish Intercollegiate ntli- 
lctlcs and foster additional Intra- 
mural athletics. 

(4.) Abolish fraternities. 

(5.) Avoid duplication ot courses. 

(6.) Heduco free election to a mini- 
mum. 

(T.) Abolish tho traditional unit 
and marking system. 

(S.) Abolish honorary degrees, 

By taking these actions, wo are led 
to believe that tho colleges will bo 
reformed lo a perfect standard. Tho 
writer does have so.ne good ideas but 
it is unlikely that many of tho lead- 
ing, educators of the country -would 
agree that ho has a perfect solution 
for tho problems the colleges ot the 
country are supposed to be facing. 

Most educators would probably 
agre© that by stiffening tho entrance 
requirements, many difficulties of tho 
college could be prevented. And all 
are mostly likely to agree that an ad- 
vanco In the salaries of professors 
■would bring moro efficient men into 
the college faculty. But -when It 
comes to tho abolit'on ot intercol- 
legiate athletics and fraternities, re- 
ducing free election to a minimum, or 
abrogating the traditional unit and 
marking syslem and tho honorary 
degrees, thero undoubtedly would bo 
a great deal ot antagonism to his sug- 
gestions. 

Most sensible leaders in the educa- 
tional field will agree that the prob- 
lems of the college today are not as 
gravo as they have been painted by 
these numerous magazine items. We 
are of the opinion that a majority of 
these stories do not present a true 
picture of the colleges. These articles 
do not have a great amount ot affect 
on the average college student but 
wrong impressions are often gained 
by those persons outside of the col- 
lege circle.

'Miss Hadije Solma Ekrem, said to be a brilliant and engaging 
young Turkish woman, will give her views on "The Clash of the 
Generations in the New Turkey" at the People's Forum. This 
particular application of the topic argued at the Debating Union 
on Wednesday evening ought to receive the attention of many 
af those who took part in and listened to the heated arguements 
of the speakers for both sides, as well as the co-eds in general. 

The wording of Miss Ek rein's lecture title shows that the 
disagreement which led to Wednesday's debate exists in Turkey 
.perhaps in an even more violent way than in our country. 

The victorious opponents of the new generation of the De- 
bating Union probably would admit that their views ar.e some- 
,vhal more moderate than they in the heat of their arguements 
ied one to think. We of the younger generation do not entirely 
despise the older generation, but our hearts go out lo those who 
stay young. Some men have the happy faculty of defying the in- 
roads of the years, at least insofar as their spirit is concerned, 
and they were are proud to accept as fellows. 

The people who contribute to progress are dreamers of 
dreams and seers of Visions. These, whatever be their years 
in actual numbers, we venture to claim are embraced in the 
term " younger generation" in its wider application. Let us ex- 
press the hope that the younger generation will succeed in stay- 
ing young, and in allowing the generation which follows it to be 
young. , 



GOOD TASTE 

'Jood taste, according to Walter 
Hovlng, Vice-Presidont of the It. H. 
Macy department «tore, is tadly lack- 
ing in the graduates that American 
colleges arc turning out of recent 
years. "ri,e truth is." he declares, 
"that the taste of most of tho men 
coining out of college is either very 
bad or doesn't exist, and tho alarm- 
ing thing is that they are put Into 
Jobs where good taste Js essential, 
without the slightest trepidation." 

Offhand, wo should say that this 
moro or less alarming situation is to 
be found not only in the ranks*, of 
college graduates but also in those of 
business executives, newspaper edi- 
tors, railroad officiait-, magazine wri- 
ters, commercial ortisls, white cotlar 
slaves, khukl-sliirtcd workmen and 
what not. Jn short, lack of good toBtc 
is a good old Amorlcan trait— we can 
hear the outcries nnd protests of tho 
.-.est botes and tho would-be aes- 
thetes— that can only bo developod as 
tho nation de<vo!ops. 

The American blg-busiucss era docs 
not. tend .to tho development, of good 
laslo as wo understand Iho term. 
Those men who loîo fchelr souls in 
tho effort lo fallen their bodies in 
the financial mart or professional 
maelstrom have no place for such a 
thing as good laslo In their constitu- 
tions. ItaMior do they acquire a hard- 
ened outlook on life, a materialistic 
coarsening, which Ignores the beau- 
tiful and seizes rapaciously upon (ho 
popular— that i n to say, which makes 
a fetish of tickling the standardized 
palai'o of Iho overage American, who- 
ever he may be. 

Wc do not agree wilh Air. Moving 
when ho says,, "I think Iho difficulty 
alises out of the fact that good taste 
Is confused with good breeding. flood 
breeding is a matter of bringing up, 
and good taste In merchandise de- 
pends upon design and nrl." Mr. Mo- 
ving seems to think thai good tasto 
çan be Injected Into the college stu- 
dent's system wMi so many lea- 
spoonsful of medicine labeled "Design 
and art." To this we cannot sun- 
scribo. 

At liny rale, why Identify |ack of 
good taste with tho long-suffering 
and ofl-niallgiicd college graduate 
when it is a proverbial American 
characteristic, almost a Yankee insti- 
tution?

THE GIRL WHO EARNS HER WAY 

"It Is practically Impossible for nil 
except n very few unusual young 
women to nlteliipt lo work their way 
through college without serious lu- 
Jury to their health or ncndemlc 
standing or both." 

Tills statement, coming from .Miss 
Virginia iSllderslcevo, 'lean of Mar- 
nai d College, should carry much 
weight. .Miss Ulltlcrslecvo believes 
that the burden of carrying a debt 
Is far better thin the methods of 
self-support and impairment of health 
that are such famllar factors III the 
efforts ot thousands or co-eds lo 
obtain a college education. 

Yet few girls are willing lo obligate 
themselves to eradicate lone stand- 
ing debts years after they have been 
graduated, NothwitliKlnndlng count- 
less denials, moil girls look forward 
tq marriage. They really wnnl n 
home, something .Unit they can pré- 
sida over and really call Ihclr own 
domain. Tho problem ot securing a 
niato may be a distant one, but It Is 
an all-important one to even the 
young co-cd. To bo fair to the man, 
they do not wish to Impose an added 
debt upon his shoulders. 

.Miss Olive Brossow, n. contributor 
lo tho current American .Mercury, 
has well substantiated :0io remarks 
of JIIss Glldcrslccve. Kiio "worked 
her way through" Northland College. 
Perhaps her case Is unusual, but the 
sacrifices she undo were great. Long 
beftiro she entered college she work- 
ed, during her four years thero she 
worked, nnd her reward w,i3 cum 
laude. In her own words: 

"At times 1 wonder just what coJ- 
lcgo has given me. In a wordly way, 
I am much poorer than when I start- 
ed, for I was then several hundred 
dollars lo the good, and now 1 am — 
well— financially embarrassed ... It 
is said that those who work their 
way through collcgo . get the most 
out ot it. This may be true, but It it 
is, then It is so, not because they 
havo worked their way, but In spite 
of it; because* they had tho brains 
and the strength to make good." 

The girl who must earn her way is 
to be admired and encouraged. Hcr's 
i3 a most discouraging task, far more 
difficult than that ot a man. Here at 
New York University an Intelligent 
girl may fare better than her sister 
co-cd in a small college town In the 
nutter of securing employment. Y'et 
an earnest attempt should bo made 
to dissuade girls from coming to col- 
lego unless they havo borrowed or 
earned enough money to see them 
through their freshman year.

FAIR EXCHANGE 

One ot the sound economic principles 
upon which every vast business or in- 
dustrial unit has been established Is to 
receive profits commenturato with tf.o 
value of tho goods dispensed. Whether 
or not those goods are matorlal, physi- 
cal, or Intellectual, a fair evaluation 
ought at all times to bo determined It 
returns are to be considered. In spite 
of momentary fluctuations, therefore, 
tho price scale retains a comparatively 
even level. 

To esllmalo tho value of his goods, 
Is tho task of each individual producer, 
a task upon which to no small degrcî 
Ills fui m e may depend. Jn accordance 
with this principle, Harvard Is not to 
be denied tho right of establishing 
whatever tuition fee may seem reason- 
able. Presumably tho current Income 
is culculaled lo defray merely the 
yearly running expenses of tho in- 
stitution. 

The fact that the University has 
deemed it necessary in the putt twelve 
months, however, to increaso the fee 
exacted for additional courses, focuues 
attention on the underlying reason for 
Iho Incidental source of income. 'J'hu 
fee comes as a natural consequence in 
the case of a student desiring more 
ncurses tlian are ordinarily allowed 
under present tuition rates; on the 
other hand upon tho conscientious man 
who prefers lo enlist his efforts in 
bearing the brunt of concentration dur- 
ir.g bis early college career, tbu feo 
jails with undue severity . No well 
defined arguments can ho conceived 
lu support a scheme which makes tho 
price of Iho same education more ex- 
pensive for one student than for an- 
other. 

Jn view of Iho strain which Division- 
al ISxanilnu lions imposa upon Seniors, 
most of the major departments of con- 
cenlratloii^ give logical encoiirugcmcnt 
to Iho handling of ono extra course 
during cither .Sophomore ot - Junior 
yours; under ordinary circumstances 
this is for the- i o|c purpose of alleviat- 
ing Iho pressure of rigid obligations 
when preparation for urn's and theses 
Is in progress . 

The. departments, therefore, ml vite 
il; Iho fefisibiilby of the gêner») pro - 
sroniuio is acknowledged; y?t when 
graduation approaches, no adjustment 
Is made. To ihotio who arc paying 
moro lhau the usual price for a normal 
Harvard ediicnllpn, the University 
owes n definite obligation. Tho out Ire 
fdtiiallon deserves a firmer economic 
foundation.

• The Challenge Cup— Montreal 
vs. Quabae, 

It will bo remembered that at the 
formation of tho Dominion I'ootball 
Association last spring, tho Montreal 
Club ottered a challenge cup to all 
club members ot the Association— 
The club holding It for two years 
agaliiBt all - comers to retain per- 
manent possession of It. 

Quebec was the first to challenge 
and tho match came otf on Saturday 
October 11th. The day was perfect, 
tho attendance .small, but with a 
larger proportion ot ladies than at 
uny other match we have ever seen; 
and the men wore all acquainted with 
the game and evinced their apprecia- 
tion ot the fine play ot both sides by 
frequent cheor3. 

Montreal wins the toss, and Young 
the captain of the Quebecs' sends the 
ball towards tho Montreal goals; it 
soon comes back and keeps at the 
other end until Campbell gets a 
••touchdown" and kicks tho prettiest 
goal possible, at the centre ot the bar 
and a few feet above it: tiame ten 
minutes. Quebec looks astonished, 
but the game without much change 
until halt hour is called nnd goals 
are changed, the Quebeccrs evincing 
a disposition to shoulder. Quebec is 
doomed to defeat for this day and 
Montreal keeps the cup for the sea- 
son. 

Tho play on both sides was good. 
Quebec was a trifle heavier but not 
nearly so fast, and altogether in- 
ferior to Montreal in "checking". 
Their kicking was excellent, Young's 
"punting" being beyond anything of 
the kind on tho other side; some two 
or three men played well for them. 
The faults ot their play were slow- 
ness and not playing together, faults 
which practice will correct. 

In tho evening .Montreal entertain- 
ed Quebec at dinner at the Carlctton, 
A most enjoyable evening was spent, 
and the two escorted Quebec to the 
train, when they left well ' satisfied 
with their treatment, if not with the 
results of the game.

hearing on this, aspect of tho plant. 
The bakery runs Its cost estimates on 
the "process" basis. The cost of 
direct material put Into the mixers 
can bo determined exactly, tho other 
expenses, such as indirect wages and 
sundry supplies, have to he ap- 
portioned over the various processes 
and expressed finally., as, a j single 
figure lo be added to the cost of each 
loaf produced by any of the processes. 

Tho wages paid to' the men, the 
conditions under which (hey work 
and the opportunities for advance- 
ment In Ihe bakery were also dis- 
cussed at length. In every factory 
visited so far the men do more than 
eight hours work per day, a fact 



much commented on by the Cnm- 
mcrcc men who have been reared lo 
understand that the "eight-hour-day" 
Is almost a part of constitutional 
government.
